Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  the  work  of  the 
department  during  the  year  1961. 

The  pattern  has  continued  to  be  one  of  dealing  with  the 
pressing  matters  at  the  expense  of  what  should  be  the  most  important 
work  — namely  routine  inspections.  It  is  a fact  that  in  general  the 
regular  visit  to  premises  does  far  more  to  improve  and  maintain  a 
good  standard  of  hygiene  than  the  wielding  of  the  big  stick  of 
prosecution. 

During  the  year  the  Council  adopted  Sections  76  and  120 
of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  (General  Powers)  Act,  1951 
and  the  registration  of  food  hawkers  and  hairdressers  will  be  put 
into  effect  in  1962. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  staff  for  their  efficiency  and  courtesy 
in  the  carrying  out  of  their  duties.  The  appointment  of  an  Additional 
Public  Health  Inspector  after  a period  of  six  months  with  no 
assistance  has  relieved  the  extremely  heavy  pressure  which  is  now  the 
accepted  lot  of  the  Health  Department.  I would  also  like  to  thank 
Doctor  Ferguson  who,  despite  his  added  duties  in  other  areas,  is 
always  available  for  consultation  and  advice.

There  has  been  a reduction  in  the  number  of  applications 
for  standard  grants  and  there  is  still  resistance  on  the  part  of 
owners  of  rented  property  to  take  advantage  of  the  scheme.  It  is 
disappointing  that  property  with  a valuable  life  for  some  years  to 
come  is  not  being  brought  to  a reasonable  standard. 

PROSECUTIONS 

Byelaws  with  respect  to  Tents,  Vans,  Sheds 
and  Similar  Structures. 

One  person  was  prosecuted  on  two  charges  of  contravening  the 
byelaws  and  was  fined  £10. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 

One  firm  was  prosecuted  for  the  sale  of  bread  not  of  the 
quality  demanded.  The  case  was  dismissed,  the  magistrates  not 
being  satisfied  that  the  bread  was,  in  fact,  purchased  from  the 
defendants.  Costs  were  not  allowed. 

SANITARl  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply 

All  properties  within  easy  reach  of  the  public  supply  are 
connected  upi  and  an  approach  was  made  to  the  water  undertaking 
with  a view  to  the  remaining  properties  being  provided  with  a public 
water  supply.  No  action  was.  practicable  at  the  time  but  with  the 
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passing  of  legislation  in  1961  it  is  now  a possibility  that  suitable 
arrangements  may  be  made  in  the  future.  At  the  close  of  the  year 
the  water  undertaking  had  approached  the  respective  owners  asking 
their  co-operation  in  the  matter. 

Four  samples  were  taken  for  chemical  analyses  and  all  were 
of  good  organic  purity. 

Nine  samples  were  taken  for  bacterial  test.  All  were 
satisfactory.  Seven  were  from  the  public  supply  and  six  from  private 
supplies.

Closet  Accommodation  and  Cesspools 

There  has  been  no  cnange  in  the  situation.  The  provision  of 
a water  carriage  system  to  the  few  isolated  premises  with  pail  closets 
is  still  under  consideration. 

Cleansing  of  Drains 

The  system  whereby  arrangements  are  made  on  behalf  of 
owners  for  drains  to  be  cleared  continues  to  operate  very  satisfactorily 
and  obviates  the  use  of  compulsory  powers  and  subsequent  delay. 
As  a rule  drains  are  cleared  on  the  day  of  complaint  at  a very 
reasonable  cost. 

Municipal  Dustbin  Scheme 

This  scheme  runs  very  smoothly  and  the  co-operation  given 
by  the  cleansing  staff  is  very  much  appreciated.  415  bins  were 
issued  during  the  year  and  it  is  being  found  that  the  life  of  a bin  is 
longer  than  one  would  normally  expect  in  a heavy  coal  burning 
community.

Smoke  Observations 

Observations  have  continued  to  be  taken  of  the  industrial 
premises  in  the  area  and  no  serious  nuisance  was  reported.  Only 
one  woodworking  firm  gave  rise  to  anything  approaching  a problem 
and  interviews  with  the  management  resulted  in  some  improvement. 

Colliery  Spoilbanks 

There  has  been  considerable  improvement  on  the  Bentley 
Colliery  Spoilbank  and  the  grading  and  soiling  of  part  of  the  tip  was 
put  into  operation  during  the  year. 

Caravans 

There  are  9 licensed  sites  within  the  area  containing  a total 
of  135  vans.  Two  new  sites  were  opened  during  the  year  — one  for 
100  residential  vans  when  completely  developed  and  the  second  site 
consisting  of  30  licensed  caravans  and  30  for  Showmen’s  Guild 
Members  Winter  Quarters.  The  new  sites  comply  with  the  model 
conditions  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  and  the  Council  insisted  that  this  standard  should  also  be 
enforced  with  respect  to  the  Showmen’s  site. 

Sites  which  were  in  operation  prior  to  the  passing  of  the 
Caravan  Site  and  Development  Act,  1960  received  a period  of 
eighteen  months  in  which  to  carry  out  the  necessary  improvements  in 
order  to  comply  with  the  Act. 

The  nuisance  arising  from  the  use  of  roadside  verges  by  horse 
drawn  and  trailer  caravans  has  been  less  serious  than  in  previous 
years.  Advantage  was  taken  of  Section  95  of  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  (General  Powers)  Act,  1951,  and  Orders  were 
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obtained  from  the  Court  prohibiting  the  stationing  of  vans  in  certain 
areas.  On  the  whole  these  have  had  the  desired  effect  and  a verbal 
warning  has  usually  been  sufficient  for  the  site  to  be  cleared.

The  bone  boiling  plant  in  operation  in  this  area  has  again 
been  a source  of  nuisance  during  the  year.  The  proposals  submitted 
to  the  Council  with  a view  to  reducing  the  emission  of  noxious 
odours  were  only  partially  completed  and  very  little  improvement 
was  effected.  The  time  lag  for  the  completion  of  these  measures 
caused  the  Council  to  bring  strong  pressure  upon  the  management 
and  the  work  was  speeded  up.  In  November  plans  were  submitted 
for  mechanical  air  extraction  and  treatment  but  the  work  will  not  be 
completed  until  1962. 

LICENCES  AND  REGISTRATIONS 
Petroleum  Acts 

Thirty-three  licences  were  issued  for  the  storage  of  petroleum 
spirit.  Four  new  tanks  were  installed  and  both  these  and  the  service 
pipes  were  pressure  tested  prior  to  use. 

Pet  Animals  Act,  1951 

One  licence  was  issued  for  the  keeping  of  a pet  shop. 

Rag,  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951. 

The  premises  of  one  firm  are  registered  for  upholstery  work. 

SUPERVISION  OF  THE  FOOD  SUPPLY 
Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958 

Two  slaughterhouses  and  one  knacker’s  yard  were  licensed  for 
use.  The  Council  refused  the  application  for  the  re-licensing  of 
one  slaughterhouse  on  the  grounds  that  it  could  not  be  brought  up 
to  the  standard  required.  The  Appointed  Day  for  the  coming  into 
operation  of  certain  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of 
Cruelty)  Regulations  1958  and  the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene) 
Regulations  1958  was  the  1st  April,  1961.  Both  slaughterhouses  were 
brought  up  to  the  standard  required  during  the  year. 

Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations  1924  - 1959 

Special  notices  from  Slaughterhouses  ...  282 

There  has  been  no  difficulty  encountered  in  respect  of  these 
Regulations  by  people  slaughtering  animals  for  food  for  human 
consumption,  with  one  exception.  In  this  case  it  was  found  that  the 
owner  of  a slaughterhouse  for  which  a licence  had  been  refused  did 
in  fact  use  the  premises  for  slaughtering  purposes  and  also  failed  to 
give  notice  to  the  local  authority.  Legal  proceedings  had  not  been 
commenced  at  the  end  of  the  year.

During  the  year  the 
Council  agreed  to  extend  this  authority  to  the  Additional  Public 
Health  Inspector.  Twenty-two  samples  were  taken  and  all  were 
genuine.

Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955  - 1960 

There  is  still  room  for  improvement  in  the  standard  of  hygiene 
in  food  shops  and  it  is  unfortunate  that  owing  tol  pressure  of  work 
it  has  not  been  possible  to  do  regular  inspections  of  these  premises  — 
for  it  is  in  this  way  that  standards  are  improved  and  maintained.  The 
regular  visit  of  an  inspector  does  far  more  than  the  occassional  visit 
and  the  use  of  legal  proceedings.  Education  of  food  handlers  is  a 
never  ending  job,  particularly  in  view  of  the  ever  changing  staffs. 
It  was  disappointing  that  the  proposed  course  of  lectures  held  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Don  Valley  Institute  oil  Further  Education  fell 
through  for  lack  of  support.
